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REPORT OF THE SURVEY DEPARTMENT 
-for the 
TWO YEARS ENDING JUNE 30, 1948 


The following report covers the activities of the Hawaii Territory 
Survey for the two year period from July 1, 1946 to June 30, 1948. 


Mr. Robert D. King, who entered the government service in the 
year 1900 and assumed responsible charge of the Survey Department 
in 1929, retired on pension November 22, 1047. Mr. King, a 
recognized expert on matters pertaining to the public lands of the 
Territory and the history of land titles in Hawaii, will be greatly 
missed not only by the members of the staff of this office but also 
by other members of the profession who looked to him for advise 
and leadership. 


Mr. Herbert E. Newton an employee in the survey department 
since 1900 has been appointed to succeed Mr. King as Chief Cada- 
stral Engineer. 


FIELD WORK 


Island of Hawaii 


Field work in West Hawaii included surveys as follows. In the 
districts of North and South Kohala: (a) boundary and cane survey 
of the Awalua-Haena Tract; (b) 64 lots marked at Kahei and plans 
completed; (c) application of Standard Oil Company to lease at 
Lalamilo; (d) title study of Waikoloa stream water rights and of 
Upper Hamakua ditch water license; (e) Kamuela Airport strip; 
(f) of land to be exchanged for a portion of the Tree Nursery and 
Forest Ranger station. In the districts of North and South Kona: 
(a) Lot 12 of the Olelomoana Homesteads was staked; (b) location 
of highwater mark at Kona Inn; (c) plan and description of aban- 
doned portion of the government road at Keopuka, being Remnants

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testimony on government road through the land of Kukaiau; (f) 
final inspection and approval of Kaapahu Road construction; (g) 
Kalopa Camp Site marked. In the districts of North and South Hilo, 
the following surveys were completed: (a) Laupahoehoe School Lot 
was staked; (b) marked government remnant at Manowaiopae; (c) 
study of the water resources within government remnant in Kai- 
wilahilahi gulch above Ochiro Camp; (d) check on Panaewa Heights 
subdivision for filing as a file plan; (e) subdivision of Kaieie govern- 
ment remnant into three lots; (f) plan and description of railroad 
depot lot at Manowaiopae; (g) survey and plans of proposed new 
road between Lots 8 and 9 of the Kihalani Homesteads; (h) Upper 
Waiakea Forest Reserve line between Kulani and 1852 flow and the 
locations of new roads constructed; (i) Papaikou Armory Lot was 
staked. š 


In Hilo City, the following surveys were completed: (a) staking 
of 24 additional lots in Mokaulele Heights on Mohouli Street; (b) 
the location of water drains across Lot 4, Block 202 of the Waiakea 
House Lots, 2nd Series; (c) final check on parcel of land required 
for the widening of Josephine Road which involved an exchange 
between the Territory and Y. Hirose to be withdrawn from General 
Lease 2904; (d) subdivision of Olepe Street near Kuhio Wharf into 
two lots; (e) plan and description of Hawaii Vocational School at 
the corner of Kawili and Manono Streets; (f) staked 23 house lots 
at the corner of Kawili and Manono Streets; (g) marked corners 
of four parcels on the application of St. Mary's School to purchasé 
at Waiakea; (h) Lots 66, 67, 68, 69 and 70 of the Ponahawai House 
Lots were staked; (i) Territory of Hawaii to Hawaiian Broadcasting 
System, Limited, government lot at Waiakea and Piihonua; (j) 
Territory of Hawaii to American Factors Limited, government lot 
on Kanoelehua Street. 


In addition to the foregoing surveys, periodical inspections were 
made of the following road construction projects: (a) Manono Street 
improvements; (b) Kaapahu Homestead Road; (c) Mohouli Street 
Extension ; (d) Waimea Homestead Road; (e) Waipunalei Road 
Construction being undertaken at the expense of Laupahoehoe Sugar 
BUMBAY (f) Ahuloa Homestead Road, (g) Kaiwiki Homestead 

oad. 


The Hilo waterfront exchanges involved the preparation of a 
great many plans of privately owned lands as well as available 
Sovernment lands in Hilo. Several weeks were spent with the Board 
of Appraisers preparing break-downs in parcel areas for evaluation 
Purposes as well as in its negotiations with property owners after 
Which the office undertook final negotiations with the majority of 
the waterfront land owners. 


An extensive study of triangulation needs for the island of Hawaii 
Was made in preparation for the re-survey of the existing stations 
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and the need for new stations. Triangulation survey was started 
as a cooperative project between the Hawaii Territory Survey and 
the United States Coast and Geodetic Survey. A plan was drawn 
showing about 350 government stations, over 100 of which are per- 
manently marked. Seventeen reports were made on conferences with 
plantations, ranches and others. The triangulation survey on the 
island of Hawaii commenced on the second week of March 1948, 
following a week of preliminary planning, purchase of supplies and 
equipment, having minor repairs done to motor vehicles secured on 
a loan basis from the U. S. Engineers Corps. The base camp for this 
project was established at the CCC Camp at Kamuela, South Kohala. 
A new base line was taped in Waimea near the old East-West base 
and expanded with the First Order accuracy on the main scheme 
and Second Order on the supplementary. Up to June 30, 1948, it 
is estimated that approximately one-quarter of the island of Hawaii 
is completed. Reconnaissance and observations are about complete 
in North and South Kohala districts and the camp will be moved 
to Kona district very shortly. 


Daily observations were made on the tide gauge at Hilo harbor 
and weekly and monthly reports forwarded to the U. S. Coast & 
Geodetic Survey. 


The Hilo branch office has a permanent staff of four men, is well 
supplied with maps, equipment and material, and is prepared to un- 
dertake survey work and to furnish information to the public per- 
taining to government lands on the island of Hawaii. 


Island of Maui 


On the island of Maui, several inspections were made, one with 
the appraisers and land sub-agent of 40 acres of government land 
in Nahiku which the East Maui Irrigation wished to acquire; an- 
other of available land for the proposed Hana House Lots Extension; 
and another of some government remnants in Hamakualoa near the 
Huelo School. 


The following field surveys were made: (a) mark the corners of 
Waikapu School lot; (b) re-mark Lots 16 to 49 of the Waiohuli- 
Keokea Beach Lots and marked Lots 50 to 80; (c) subdivision of 
30 lots in Hana with an average of one acre each; (d) location 
survey of the Kalepolepo Fish Pond; (e) staked Lots A, B and C 
of the Kamaole House Lots; (f) feature survey of portion of Hono- 
kowai gulch for the readjustment of locations of kuleanas in said 
gulch; (g) location of all improvements on the government land at 
the corner of Prison and Chapel Roads, at Lahaina. 


Island of Molokai 


Surveys done on the island of Molokai were made for the Ha- 
waiian Homes Commission as follows: (a) subdivided Lots 5, 6 and 
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7 of the Hoolehua-Palaau Homesteads into eleven smaller lots hav- 
ing a gross area of 119.58 acres, (b) location of a well lot and 
road in Lot 52 of the Kalamaula Homesteads; (c) subdivided Lot 
87 into Lots 87-A and 87-B of the Kalamaula Beach Lots. 


Island of Kauai 


Field surveys on the island of Kauai consisted of: (a) in the 
Kapaa Homesteads, Lots 191, 192, 193 and 196 were staked, feature 
surveys were made of Lot 2-A, Block “G” and of the government 
remnant between Block “C” and the railroad right of way. In 
Kapaa Town, Lots 1-A to 10-A of Block “C” were staked. (b) in 
the Kekaha House Lots, the following lots were staked, 166, 253 
to 282 and Lot 242 was subdivided into two lots, a feature survey 
was made of Lots 117 to 127; Lots 8 to 17, 25, 39 to 52, 235-A, 
242-A and 242-B were staked; (c) a feature survey was made of 
Lots 1 to 8 of the Kekaha Town Lots and the same staked; (d) 
Lots 11, 12, 13, 13-A, 14, 14-A, 15, 15-A, 16 and 16-A of the Hanalei 
Homesteads were staked as one unit; (e) 22 lots were subdivided 
and staked with an approximate area of 273.34 acres of the Wailua 
Homesteads; (f) a detail and contour survey of 75 acres of land in 
Wailua was made for the proposed Wailua House Lots Fifth Series; 
(g) Wailua Rice and Kula Lot 1-C was staked; (h) an area of 86.20 
acres comprising 152 lots were staked in the Wailua House Lots 
Fourth Series Extension; (i) 4410 feet of the Kauai Electric Com- 
pany's pole line was located; (j) 184 acres of land were staked for 
an addition to Moloaa Forest Reserve; (k) Lot 18 of the Nawiliwili 
Harbor Lots was staked, as well as Lots 19, 20, 21 and 22, formerly 
the Nawiliwili Animal Quarantine Station, which is to be withdrawn 
from Executive Order 565. 


In Hanapepe, the following surveys were completed: (a) 51 
acres more or less of land in Hanapepe Heights were cut up into 
113 lots and the centerline of roads completed; (b) Hanapepe Rice 
and Kula Lots 36 and 37 were staked; (c) a feature survey of Lots 
62 and 63 of the Hanapepe Town Lots was made and the same 
staked; (d) Hanapepe Valley Road easements totaling 4.32 acres 
Were staked; (e) Hanapepe Business Lots 1 to 21 were staked con- 
taining approximate 3.77 acres; (f) a location survey of approximate 
40 acres was made of portion of the government land of Hanapepe to 
determine areas to be set aside for Hanapepe Park, Hanapepe Na- 
tional Guard Site and an addition to Hanapepe Business Lots; (g) 
am addition to American Factors Company's lot was staked having 
an area of 2.296 acres. 


Other miscellaneous surveys are as follows: (a) Lots 22-A and 
22-B, Block “D” of the Waimea Town Lots were re-staked to con- 
form to the Waimea River embankment; (b) one government rem-

which station was destroyed by the tidal wave in 1946. 


Island of Oahu 


On the island of Oahu in the city of Honolulu, the following 
miscellaneous surveys were made. Location surveys: (a) of Auwai- 
olimu Lot 18, Block 29 of houses and physical features and the 
subdivision of said lot into Lots 18-A and 18-B; (b) of buildings 
for an addition to Honolulu Vocational School (Land Court Applica- 
tion 750--Lots U-14-F-2 and U-14-F-3, Section “U”), at Kapa- 
lama; (c) of houses and improvements put in by the U. S. Army 
on roadway on the ewa bank of the Palolo Drainage Canal; (d) of 
application of Dr. Liljestrand to purchase land on Tantalus Ridge;

of 3.59 acres of land and staking of same of the Ala Wai Com- 
missioned Officers Mess; (i) of improvements within an area at 
Kaala Place in Manoa Valley; (j) of improvements within the old 
Insane Asylum site at School Street and Lanakila Road for the 
Hawaii Housing Authority which consist of approximate 15.24 acres; 
(k) of abandoned portions of Kamakela Lane on applications to 
purchase by abuting owners. 


Other surveys in Honolulu city are as follows: (a) inspection on

OFFICE WORK 
Land Court Matters 


The surveys and maps of all original Land Court applications 
are referred to this office by the Registrar of the Land Court for 
examination and check as to form and mathematical correctness. 
No check surveys are made on the ground except in instances in 
which the Territory as an adjoining landowner may be affected or 
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where doubt exists as to the accuracy of the surveys submitted. 
Reports are then rendered to the Judge of the Land Court and in 
the ordinary course, the applications are advertised for hearing and 
in every case, the Attorney General representing the Territory is 
cited. This office is then requested to make title studies and render 
reports to the Attorney General for his information and guidance. 


As each case is finally adjudicated and decision rendered, the 
survey and map is referred back to the Survey Office for the engross- 
ing of the decree of the Land Court and thereupon blueprints of 
the maps are made and distributed to interested government officials 
and private parties.

In addition, this office has worked in close cooperation with the 
Attorney General on several pending matters, such as, the dispute 
with the Meyer family as to ownership of Waihanau Gulch and 
water rights at Molokai, the question of water rights in Kaukonahua 
Gulch on Oahu; and the preparation of maps and data for the con- 
demnation of private fishing rights. 


We have also assisted other departments in preparing plans and 
surveys, for instance, a map was prepared for the Board of Agri- 
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culture and Forestry and the Hawaiian Homes Commission to show 
the areas of Hawaiian Home and other lands involved in the Waimea 
Plain Investigation Project at Puukapu, Kohala, Hawaii. 


Routine work of the office comprised the compilation of 423 des- 
criptions of survey for many public purposes, such as, exchanges, 
rights of way for roads and pipe lines, applications for leases and 
purchase, school and homestead lots, forest reserves, sales of resi- 
dence and business lots, all with their accompanying maps. Forty- 
one new maps and tracings have been registered and 41,207 prints 
have been run off and furnished public offices and sold to private 
parties. 


The automatic tide gauge at Pier 6 in Honolulu Harbor has been 
in continuous operation and is inspected daily. At the end of each 
month, the marigram is removed from the roll and is delivered to 
the District Supervisor of the U.S. Coast and Geodetic Survey, 
Federal Building, Honolulu.

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REPORT OF THE TAXATION MAPS BUREAU 
For the Year Ending June 30, 1947 


The total number of transactions and changes effecting owner- 
Ship, area, tenancy, etc., of real property, digested and recorded on 
the tax map for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1947, numbered 
14,536. 


The increase over the number digested and recorded for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1946, being 8 percent, but being only 
one half the precentage increase noted for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1946 over the number for the preceding year. 


A digest of the transactions shows that the number effecting 
real property on the Island of Oahu has remained approximately the 
same and the increase has been on the Islands of Maui, Hawaii 
and Kauai, particularly on Hawaii. A trend is shown in real prop- 
erty transactions from urban to suburban and rural areas and from 
improved to unimproved property. Well over 5,000 new home sites 
have been made available within the year, approximately one halí 
being on Oahu. 


To reflect the changes in real property use, 45 new plats have 
been made and added to the system, being divided as follows, 11 on 
Oahu, 10 on Maui and 24 on Hawaii. This phase of the work is 
behind schedule due to a 50 percent increase in the number of maps, 
etc., received and the continued shortage of available qualified per- 
sonnel. Additional positions requested were not approved by the 
last legislature, making it doubtful if the maps can be revised to 
their greatest degree of accuracy and usefulness at any time in the 
near future. 

The last of the four men on Military leave returned to service 
on November 19, 1946. There were two resignations accepted, one 
new appointment made and one maternity leave granted, leaving 
five positions vacant at the close of the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1947. 

Act 8 of the Session Laws of Hawaii 1947 transferred the Bureau 
from the Department of Public Lands and Surveys to the Office of 
the Tax Commissioner effective July 1, 1947.

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BIENNIAL REPORT 
of the 


DIVISION OF HYDROGRAPHY 
July 1, 1946 to June 30, 1948 


The Division of Hydrography is charged with investigating the 
water supply of the Territory, both surface and underground. In 
carrying out its investigations it cooperates with the Surface Water 
Division and the Ground Water Division of the U. S. Geological 
Survey, with other local governmental activities and with private 
parties and corporations. It is financed chiefly by Territorial ap- 
propriations and Federal allotments from the U. S. Geological Survey 
essentially on a fifty-fifty basis. But some additional support is re- 
ceived from other local cooperating parties both in actual financial 
contributions and in assistance in occasionally furnishing labor, 
materials, transportation, etc. 


Its operations are divided broadly into those of a continuing 
nature and those which are progressively complete. 


In the first category are the securing of records of the daily flow 
of streams and ditches and of artesian heads and salinity and the 
administration of the laws relating to artesian waters; and the appli- 
cation of the data secured, to the solution of current problems. In 
the second category are the study of the general geology of the 
Territory and the preparation of geologic maps and reports indicat- 
Ing particularly the location of structures favorable or unfavorable 
to the occurrence of underground water; and the special investiga- 
tions of problems where the occurrence of water is a factor in their 
solution. 


, Operations in the first category are handled mostly by the divi- 

Sion of surface water and those in the second category by the 
division of ground water. Special investigations, however, are as- 
Signed to the one or the other usually on the basis of whether they 
relate more particularly to the analysis of accumulated data or to 
the interpretation of the geologic structure. Some problems are, of 
Course, handled jointly. 


During the biennium ending June 30, 1948 the division of surface 
Waters has maintained 128 gaging stations on streams and ditches 
In the Territory, has made 3,876 inspections at gaging stations, 1167 
Current meter measurements and responded to 409 requests for 
information. Data were assembled and analyzed for the evaluation 
9f those water licenses which came due for re-appraisal, and 19 rain 
Bages were operated, two of which were continuous records, mostly 
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in remote locations in the mountains. Monthly records of head and 
salinity were maintained on typical wells in each of the major arte- 
sian areas in the Territory, and annual or occasionally more frequent 
inspections were made on most of the other wells on Oahu. The 
Territorial laws relating to the conservation of artesian waters were 
administered, all sealing or repair jobs on artesian wells were inspec- 
ted and most of the new drilling was inspected while in progress. 


The division of surface waters also maintained a laboratory for 
the modeling of hydraulic structures particularly for the purpose 
of determining more precisely the high water ratings of the stream 
gaging stations, for use in flood studies. 


Data pertaining to surface waters are published as annual water 
supply papers of the U. S. Geological Survey. Data pertaining to 
current ground water conditions are published in annual water sup- 
ply papers of the U. S. Geological Survey covering the *South West- 
ern United States and Territory of Hawaii." 


The division of ground water published as Bulletin 9 a report 
on the “Geology and Ground Water of the Island of Hawaii"; as 
Bulletin 10, a “Bibliography of the Geology and Water Resources 
of the Island of Hawaii”; as Bulletin 11, “The Geology and Ground 
Water Resources of Molokai"; and as Bulletin 12, “The Geology 
and Ground Water Resources of the Island of Niihau". Except for 
the bibliography, each of these contains a geologic map of the area 
it covers, together with numerous illustrations. A report on the 
Tsunami of April 1, 1946 was published in Pacific Science, This 
division also assembled and prepared for publication the data on 
current ground water conditions published by the U. S. Geological 
Survey. 


A detailed study of the hydrology of the Honolulu area was 
continued and field investigations of the geology and ground water 
conditions of Kauai were continued. 


Until August, 1947, the work of the division of ground water 
was carried on under the immediate supervision of Dr. G. A. 
Macdonald. Mr. D. A. Davis has been in charge of the ground water 
investigations since that time.
